Now that a new alm-i house must

The fire fit the farm originated in the 


new insane asylum, a two-story frame 
building, which waa finished last spring, 
at n cost to the county of about 84,300, 
and the cause of the destructive confla- 
gration ia attributed to a defective fluo in 
one corner of the asylum, where the ilames 
were first discovered by Henderson Fleet, 
the occupant of an adjoiniug cell, Fiank 
Nelson, the "money king" of the farm, and 
by Mr. W. ,1.
